Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Special. 1 
“ There is no general demand for tariff re- 
vision, although every now and then some 
complaint is heard because the rate on some 
particular article is too high,” said Senator 
Cullom tonight. “I do not expect any tariff 
legislation by the next congress, because the 
sentiment in favor of it will not consinilen 
for two or three years. 

“I believe, however, that soon after the 
next congress convenes in December a reso- 
lution will be adopted providing for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to inquire into the 
tariff question, find out exactly what is want- 
ed, and make a report to congress. After this 
commission has had time to make its invest!- 
gation the sentiment of the country would be 
developed so we could tell whether a revision 
of the tariff was needed or whether only a few 
schedules needed reduction. 

“I should say, however, that the covered 
to be elected in 1904 will revise the tariff, but 
in my judgment nothing will be done by the 
congress which convenes in December, ex- 
cept to authorize the appointment of a com- 
mission. 

“The democratic party, under the leader- 
ship of Setiator Gorman, is looking for an 
issue for the next national campaign. From 
present indications the party will settle upon 
the tariff question. If this is done I am satis- 
fied the.republican party will stand pat, to 
borrow an exp lon from Senator Hanna, 
and will be willing to meet the Gemnocreto 
party on this issue. 

*“ No one denies that some of the tariff rates 


are too high, as, for instance, those relating . 


to iron, steel, and lumber. If we could de- 
vise some plan by which the duties on such 
articles as these could be lowered I do not 
believe we would hear anything more about 
tariff revision for some years, as the country 
is extremely prosperous, and it has no Gesire 
to change present conditions. 

“It is an extremely difficult matter, as ex- 
perience has shown, to adopt tariff legisla- 
tion affecting only two or three interests, 
and in the past it has been necessary to re- 
vise the entire tariff so as to even the high 
rates complained of. | 

| 

“ For years,” continued Senator Cullom, “ I 
have believed the true solution of the tariff 
question would be found in the adoption of 
reciprocity treaties, but I am convinced now 
it is almost impossible to secure the ratifica- 
tion of a treaty which affects only a few in- 
dustries. It is well known it requires a two- 
thirds vote to ratify a treaty, and it isa 
difficult matter to hold every member of the 
party in line for such a proposition. 

“When reciprocity treaties are under coh- 
sideration it has happened invariably that 
a few members of the party in power would 
not support them. To ratify them the party 
in control must be able to cast its full vote 
for the treaty and gain some from the oppp- 
sition. 

“Recent developments have fully 
strated the difficulty of ratifying reciprocity 
treaties, as a number have been pending in 
the senate for years and they are no nearer 
ratification today than when negotiated. 
While I am heartily in favor of reciprocity, 
I regret to say it will be necessary to abandon 
this proposition and adopt some other pina 
for raising or lowering the tariff. 

“Some leading European nations halve 
adopted what is known as a minimum and 
maximum tariff. I believe this scheme would 
work well in the United States, and we could 
secure practical reciprocity by the adoption 
of this kind of a tariff law. It is simpie in 
operation and could be put into effect without 
delay and whenever the exigencies of the 
occasion demanded. A tariff of this kind 
would authorize the secretary of the treas- 
ury to enforce a lower or higher rate, af 
cording to the treatment accorded by 
particular foreign country. 

“If a European nation should make tarift 
concessions advantageous to the United 
States the president could, by proclamation, 
fix a minimum rate of tariff on goods coming 
from that country. If the commerce of the 
United States should be discriminated 
against by European nations it would be-a 
simple matter for the president to bring 
them to terms by directing the enforcement 
of the maximum tariff rate. ae 

| 

"While the president already has rome 
power with which to retaliate against 
nation which discriminates against 
products,” concluded Senator Cullom, “ this 
law must be executed in such a way that it 
will not precipitate a commercial warfare. 
We do not desire to engage in such a disas- 
trous conflict and with a maximum and mini- 
mum tariff in effect we could arrange mat- 
ters of this kind with less danger of rn 
our own commerce. 

“I notice that 
Cuban reciprocity treaty because it will bar 
that country’s products out of the island. If 
the opposition of Germany should go so far 
as to bring about discriminations against 
American products going into Germany it 
would be unfortunate, but if we had a maxi- 
mum and minimum tariff today we would not 
be disturbed over any threat of this nature 
which Germany might make. There has 
been more complaint about the high rate of 
duty imposed upon steel and iron, and while 
this is more or less justified no one in this 
country has been injured to apy erent a 
kent. 

“Tt may be true that American coneumers 
have paid a little higher rate for the same 
goods than European consumers, but as bong 
as the present conditions exist this will the 
inflict any great lose upon any of us.

GR RICH SCANDAL GROWS 


ROOSEVELT ORDERS POSTAL OFFI- 
CERS TO EXPLAIN CHARGES 
Allegation ef Blackmail Against Har- 
rison J. Barrett Follewed by An- 
mouncement That His Father-in- 


signed as Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral for the Department After a 
Service Covering Forty Years. 


Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Special.}— 
James Noble Tyner, former member of con- 
gress, former postmaster general, and at 
present attorney general for the postoffice 


| department, will hand his resignation to 


President Roosevelt in a day or two and end 
a career in the postal service extending over 
forty years. 

Coincidental with the knowledge that 
Tyner would leave the service, is the fact 
that charges have been filed with President 
Roosevelt by T. C. Campbell, a Cincinnati 
attorney representing several turf invest- 
ment (get rich quick) concerns, about which 
there has been so much recent scandal, alleg- 
ing collusion between the assistant attorney 
general's office and Harrison J. Barrett, for- 
merly assistant attorney general for the 
postoffice department, now a practicing at- 
torney, who is related to Gen. Tyner by mar- 
riage. 

President Roosevelt has ordered a strict 
investigation of the charges and has given 
the postal officers and clerks to understand 
they must clear their skirts of blackmail. 
It is intimated that several clerks may be 
implieated and lose their places. 


| Charges Against Barrett. 

The charges specify that Barrett received 
money from the turf investment and other 
fraudulent concerns for securing them im- 
munity from prosecution by the postoffice 
department. 
, It can be authoritatively asserted that 
Tyner’s resignation is not asked on account 
of the filing of these charges, and that in 
fact the decision to ask for his resignation 
antedates by a considerable period the turf 
investment scandal. Mr. Tyner has been 
in feeble health for some time, the office 
having been for several months practically 
administered by Assistant Attorfey General 
Christiancy. | 


Roosevelt Orders Inquiry. 

President Roosevelt is determined to get 
at the bottom of the scandal in the post- 
office department regarding the operations of 
certain employés In connection with get rich 
quick and other fake concerns. He has in- 
structed the chief of postoffice inspectors, 
who has charge of all the secret service men 
in the postoffice department, to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the charges made by 
T. C. Campbell, a Cincinnati attorney, 
against Harrison J. Barrett, formerly in the 
law bureau of the postoffice department, 

Attorney Campbell, who represents a turf 
investment concern, asserts there has been 
in the law bureau of the posteffice depart- 
ment an organized system of blackmail prac- 
ticed upon these fake investment companies. 


Barrett Wrote Opinions. 

re “Barrett, who is no longer connected 
with the department, was at one time con- 
fidential assistant to his father-in-law, James 
N. Tyner, assistant attorney general for the 
postoffice department. Mr. Barrett wrote 
several opinions while he was in the bureau 
holding that most’ of these investment com- 
panies were being run contrary to law, but 
at the same time he explained, in his opinion, 
just how they could organize so as to be free 
from prosecution. 

One of these opinions, which was printed in 
pamphiet form, became such an authority 
among the get rich people that Mr. Barrett 
found it profitable to resign his position in 
the department and become attorney for a 
lot of these concerns. This he .was entirely 
at liberty to do under the law, and his action 
was deemed no more extraordinary than that 
of a secretary of the treasury who should be- 
come president of a bank. 

In this capacity as attorney Mr. Barrett 
represented several of these concerns when 
they were under investigation. Impropriety 
is said to have existed because of the fact 
that he was son-in-law of the particular 
assistant attorney general assigned to the 
postoffice. department to look after these 
cases and who is really independent of the 
department of justice. 


Nature of the Charges, 

The charges submitted to the president al- 
lege collusion between Barrett, as attorney, 
and some of the higher officials in the law 
bureau of the department. The getrich quick 
men claim that whenever an investigation of 
their affairs was started it would be followed 
immediately by a letter from Mr. Barrett, 
bffering to take up the case, and hinting at 
special facilities for conducting business with 
the department. — 

The investigation now going on is for the 
purpose of determining whether it ie true as 
charged by Mr. Campbell that certain per- 
sons now in the department have been black- 
mailing the get rich quick concerns, and 
whether a system of protection has actually 
been organized by which prosecution has 
beem stopped in consideration of money pay- 

In regard to the connection of Gen. Tyner 
with these cases, when he was seen tonight 
he said he knew nothing, inasmuch as hesuf- 
fered from a stroke of paralysis a year ago 
and has scarcely been at the department 
since then. 

It was stated in the charges filed by Mr. 
Campbell that one of the get rich quick con- 
cerns had attracted to itself large patronage 
because it was enabled to print on its letter- 
heads a statement coming from Gen. Tyner 
that it was not violating the law. 

When asked about this feature of the case 
tonight Gen. Tyner said the statement of 
fact in question Was written by former Post- 
master General Charles Emory Smith in per- 
son, and that it Wasa fair statement as ap- 
plicable to that particular concern. The de- 
partment had nothing to do with the subject 
of advertising, and, in fact, does not refuse 
to deliver mail to any enterprise which is not 
shown to be clearly fraudulent. 


_ Department Clerks Suspected. 

It is the belief of some of those who have 
looked into the matter that advantage has 
been taken by some one of the prolonged 
and serious illness of Gen. Tyner, and it 
is believed that the investigation now in 
progress will result unfortunately for two 
or three clerks in the department whose duty 
it was to render opinions in the absence of 
the assistant attorney general, and who 
were in position, if they saw fit, to alter or 
amend their original opinions if paid to do so. 

It is not believed that any extensive con- 
spiracy existed. The original charges, it is 
now known, were the result of professional 
jealousy against Mr. Barrett. Enough has 
been developed, however, to warrant the 
belief that there will be two or three heads 
dropped into the basket when the postoffice 
detectives get through with their work. 

President Roosevelt has issued most 
searching orders for a complete investiga- 
tion, and Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow, who made things so hot 
for Rathbone and Neely, has taken charge 


of this new investigation. ©

| Buffalo Pastor Tells Reasons 


Why He Believes Automo- 


Really Suicide. 


| 


MAN BETRAYED FRIEND. 


Had Promised to Reform and Had 
Also Made Threats to Kill 
Himself and the 

“Woman. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 15.—{Special.]—The 
Rev. Levi M. Powers, pastor of the Church 
of the Messiah, formerly attended by Edwin 
L. Burdick and still attended by Mrs. Hull, 
the mother of Mrs. Burdick, said in a state- 
ment tonight that Arthur Pennell wae the 
murderer and that his death was a well 
Planned suicide. Dr. Powers argued the en- 
tire case at some length and accused Pen- 
nell in defending Mrs. Hull. 

Another friend of Burdick’s made the state- 
ment that letters asking Burdick to become 
reconciled to his wife and containing the 
statement: ‘“ Do you want to put on wae to 
all our lives?’’ are missing. 

Dr. Powers said in his statement concern- 
ing Pennell’s part in the affair: 

“Tl am as anxious any any one can be to 
have this mystery solved. | 

“TIT am sorry that the one 
cient motive is dead. 

“ Mr. Pennell is dead. I should keep silence 
if I could. Justice to the living no longér 
permits it. His conduct in life and in death 
does not merit silence. 


Betrayed His Own Friend. 

** He was the betrayer of an unusual friend- 
ship. Mr. Burdick named him as guardian 
of his children in a will made some years 
ago. Mr. Burdick's children called him 
Uncle Arthur. 

“He robbed his friend of his wife. He 
ruined her reputation. He brought shame to 
his children and now by a death skillfully 
contrived to deceive he leaves the suspicion 
of murder upon the mother of the woman he 
had wronged. 


Had Threatened Suicide. 

“Two years ago he threatened to kill him- 
self. Mr. Burdick, with more than ordinary 
magnanimity, went to him, told him to brace 
up and get out of town, and the past would 
be forgotten. He promised to do so and 
failed to keep his word, and for two years 
more continued to meet in many places the 
wife of his old friend. 

“ With what he believes, the evidence in 
hand, Mr, Burdick applies for divorce. His 
wife agrees to Jet him have it without 
he test. 

* Compelled by Mr. Pennell she brings a 

counter suit, and for four months Mr. Pen- 
nell hires detectives to follow Mr. Burdick. 
No evidence is obtained. 
“ As a last resort he makes a pérsonal ap- 
peal, promises Mr. Burdick he will do any- 
thing. It is too late. He had promised be- 
fore. Then he threatened, ‘ He will kill Allie 
and himself.’ He has threatened before. Mr. 
Burdick does not believe him. 


Strong Line of Circumstances. 

“The thing isdone. Mr. Burdick’s power 
to injure the reputation of Arthur Pennell 
is taken away. In Mr. Burdick’s house, a 
home which Mr. Pennell knew as well as he 
knew his own, a house in the dining room 
of which he had often eaten, whose side- 
boards and pantry were familiar to him, and 
in the bedroom of which he had often slept 
as Mr. Burdick’s guest. | 


Knew of Crime Before Police. 

“ Friday morning before any one in Buffalo 
but the family and the officials knew of Mr. 
Burdick’s death Mr. Pennell goes to Niagara 
Falls. There are some moods which make 
Niagara Falls attractive. The water looks 
cold. It is a cold day in February. He 
‘phones to his wife to meet him at the falls 
and bring the Buffalo papers. 

“ Why so anxious about the papers? How 
does Mr. Pennell know that anything inter- 
esting has happened in Buffalo? The papers 
are brought; the ruse apparently worked. 

“He decides to live. He is interviewed 
by the police. Says he has no theofy. Yet 
writes to friends that Burdick is seeking re- 
venge because he befriended his wife; that 
Burdick is loose with women and has been 
killed by some unknown woman. Strange 
words, surely—one part a lie! one a slander, 
as the friends of Burdick believe; the other 
advancing a theory the police had not yet 
been bold enough to advance. 


Seeks to Cover His Guilt. 

**Once more the scent leads back to Mr. 
Pennell. Once more fear returns. The man 
of gloomy poetry, the man who visits the 
falls,who slanders the friend he has wronged, 
who has broken his promises, who has more 
than once threatened suicide, decides to end 
all. 

‘“ But even in death he plans to save that 
precious reputation. A bullet in the brain, 
a jump over the falls, is confession! 

“A wife left behind may clear some mys- 
teries! | 

“And an accident! And there is at least a 
reasonable doubt in the minds of friends. 
His death is in absolute keeping with all we 
know of the man. 

‘‘In Pennell you see the man of sufficient 
motive, capable of all kinds of tortuous 
courses, and to whom one wrong more can 
add little. 

Dr. Powers with the same lawyerlike care 
for every circumstance builds up a defense 
for Mrs. Hull and declares she hae been I1!- 
treated and wrongfully suspected, above all 
as Burdick had often been known to say she

Issues Slips Purperting to Be Good on 
Amy Interseeting Line, but They 
Prove te Be Worthless—Rejected by 
Conductors on Other Systems and 
Holders Required to Pay Additional 
Fares or Leave the Cars—Six Tick- 
ets for 25 Cents. 


Inte ngeable street car transfers were 
issued in’ Chicago yesterday for the first 
time, but the experiment stopped at the 
issuance, for the slips had no value. 

NMWundreds of passengers left the cars of the 
Chicago General railway lines during the 
day clutching at little pieces of paper on 
which was printed the information that the 
slips would be accepted by any intersecting 


line in lieu of a fare. 


Just as many passengers boarded the cars 
of the intersecting lines and presented their 
transfers, but each one was informed the 
slips were worthless, and that if the holder 
wished to continue his journey he should 
produce a nickel. The result was to in- 
crease the bitterness on the part of the pub- 
He toward the traction lines. 


Bargain Sale on Tickets. 

True to its announcement, the Chicago 
General company in the morning began sell- 
ing six tickets for 25 cents, with transfers to 
any connecting line, and this inducement 
attracted a large amount of,new business, 
especially to the Twenty-second street line, 
which crosses nearly all the important north 
and south lines. 

Patrons came from several blocks on either 
side of Twenty-second street, and the trans- 
fers most in demand were to the Wentworth 
avenue, Ashland avenue, and Halsted street 
electric, and the Blue Island avenue and 
State street cable lines of the Chicago City 
and Union Traction companies. 


Transfers Are Rejected. 

Conductors on these lines took the trans- 
fers, examined them, and then returned them 
with the remark: 

“ No good on this line. You'll have to take 
a car belonging to the General railway sys~ 
tem.”’ 

“ Yes, but these transfers were only issued 
today, and they are good on any intersecting 
line,”’ protested many passengers. 

“Can't help it. We won't take them,” 

ered the conductors, at the same time 
demanding a fare, 

One robust and angry woman, who was put 
off a car at Twenty-second street and Blue 
Island avenue, after her transfer had been 
rejected, stood in the street and shook her 
fist at the departing car. 

“There isn’t a jury in-the land that 
wouldn’t give me back my nickel,” she 
shouted. 

One transfer was accepted. It was on a 
South Halsted street trolley car, and was 
simply a case of a bluffed conductor, who 
said: 

“TI know it isn't good, 
make any trouble.” 

General railway conductors said they had 
received orders to honor transfers from all 
connecting lines. 

Views of Street Car Officials. 
“ We have taken the initiative,” said Supt: 
L. Hull of the Chicago General railway * 
yesterday, “and the time will soon come 
when there will be an interchangeable sys- 
tem of transfers for all street car lines in 
Chicago. The people will insist on it.’’ 

** We have received no notice of the inten- 
tion of the General Railway company to issue 
transfers on our lines,”’ said Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager Richard McCulloch of the Chi- 
cago City Railway company. “ It is news to 
mine and our men were instructed to refuse to 
accept the transfers.”’ 

“We shall not accept the transfers,’’ said 
W. W. Gurley, counsel for the Union Traction 
company. ‘‘ Weare taking and giving trans- 
fers from all over the kingdom. This trans- 
fer business has about reached the limit.”’ 

The issuance of interchangeable transfers 
was not the only thing of interest on the: 
General railway system during the day. In 
the early morning the company opened its 
Ashland avenue line, from Twenty-second 
street to the river, in spite of Ald. E. F. 
Cullerton’s orders to the contrary. 


MAROONED ON AUTO IN THE MUD. 


Walter Godfrey of Hammond and Com- 
panions Rescued by the South 
Chicago Police. 


South Chicago mud yesterday afternoon 
proved too much for an automobile on the 
way to Hammond, Ind. The touring car, 
fresh from the factory, was being driven 
along Commercial avenue by its owner, 
Walter Godfrey, son of A. C. Godfrey of 
Hammond, when the young man decided that 
by taking a diagonal route along Illinois ave- 
nue he could save time.

LONDON PROMOTER 
IN GOTHAM PRISON 


Whitaker Wright, Accused of 
Losing $100,000,000 for 
Investors, Arrested 
‘in New York. 
CALLS IT AN OUTRAGE, 


Declares Hands Are Free from 
Crime in Connection with 
Collapse of English 

Companies, 


New York, March 15.—[Special.]—J. White 
aker Wright, the fugitive London promoter, 
through whose alleged frauds it is declared 
the British investing public lost more than 
$100,000,000, was arrested here today on the 
arrival of the French liner La Lorraine. To- 
night he is in a cell In the Ludlow street jail 
awaiting extradition proceedings. 

The fugitive was accompanied by a tall, 
good looking young woman, who said she 
was a niece of Whitaker Wright, and that 
her name was Miss F. Browne. She was not 
detained and is at one of the hotels. 

Wright and Miss Browne left London in 
the first week in March and took passage on 
La Lorraine at Havre on March 7. They 
were entered on the original passenger list 
as M. Andreoni and Mile. Andreoni. 


Denounces Arrest as Outrage. 
Mr. Wright, in the course of a long cOn- 
versation later in the evening, said: 

“Tl cannot express to you my amazementat 
my arrest. It is an outrage, and those whe 
are responsible for it will be made to suffer 
to the full extent of the law. The enti 
charge against me is technical, and in this 
country no one would ever think of making it, 

“If I had believed it possible that such «@ 
charge would be made I would not, of course, 
have left home, but after having devoted the 
last’ two years to assisting the official 
liquidator of the Globe company, and the 
crown officers having made the statement 
in parliament that it was not possible te 
press any charge against me, I felt free te 
take a two months’ trip to British Columbia 
to ingpect certain mining properties there; 
to visit California, where I have some if- 
terest, and to return home by way of Aus 
tralia, where I have interests of various 

Says Hands Are Clean. ee 

“ Tt is now more than two years since the 
Globe company failed. There was a pubile 
inquiry more than a year ago, after which 
it was declared that my hands were clean of 
any ‘crime or intent to do wrong, and that 
nothing but errors of judgment could be ad- 


vanced against either myself or the other

self, who was the managing director, were 
the“late Lord Dufferin, formerly governor 
genéral of Canada; Lord Loch, formerly high 
commissioner in south Africa; Lord Edward 
Pelham Clinton, Gen. Somerset Calthorpe, 
and tRobert E. Leman.

Did Not Expect Arrest. 

Wright did not expect to be arrested. This 
is shown by the fact that soon after the 
steamship left Havre he told the purser that 
a mistake had been made in making the tick- 
ets out in the name of Andreoni. His name, 
accordingly, was changed and appeared on 
the additional list as Mr. J. W. Wright, and 
that of the woman as Migs F. Browne. 

~Wright and the young woman occupied one 
of the finest deck suites on the steamship. 
Wright was sitting at a desk in his cabin 
when found by the detectives. When ad-« 
dressed by name he at once admitted hig 
identity, and on being told that he was under 
, arrest at the request of the London police, 
said: 

That was a business transaction. I 
derstood that the matter was all settled in 
parliament. I am a friend of King Edward, 
This is a surprise tome. I am willing to go 
with you. All I want is to get away from 
here with as little noise as possible. Don't 
let the newspapers know anything about 
this.” 

They then went on deck and the woman, 
Miss Browne, was told quietly by Wright of 
his arrest. With an officer on each side ef 
him he was escorted down the gangway. 


Now Held in Jail. 

Wright was taken to court, where the de- 
tectives explained the arrest in a few words, 
The United States marshals appeared witha 
warrant for Wright's agrest, charging him 
with being a fugitive from justice. Wright 
was not called upon to say anything, and in 
a few minutes he was formally turned over 


to the custody of the marshals, who took: * 


him to jail. 

Miss Browne, who was left on the plier, 
remained looking after the baggage. She is 
a tall and slender person, dressed in dark 
blue, and wearing a rather broad brim, low 
crowned hat draped with a flimsy light blue 
veil. She declined to make any statement: 
beyond that she had come over to visit 
friends. After her baggage had been ez- 
amined she left in a cab, instructing the 
driver to go to an uptown hotel. 

Nothing was known on La Lorraine as to 
the identity of the pair. They made no 
ftiends, and Wright appeared in public but 


little. 
Left Havre March 7. 

La Lorraine left Havre about 5 p. m. on 
March.7. Wright and his companion came 
down to Havre on the train that afternoon, 
They wentat once to their rooms. During the 
trip across Miss Browne did not leave her 
room until the vessel was one day from port, 
when she appeared on deck. Wright spent

Wright’s Meteoric Career. 


Whitaker Wright is accused of losing to 
British investors more than $100,000,000. He 
promoted forty-one companies, having a total 
Capitalization of $111.775,000, and all have 
failed or gone intc liquidation, 

Por several years Whitaker Wright was 
the meteor of the financial world in London. 
When he began his career as a promoter in 
the British capital no one knew him. He was 
Feputed to have made millions in the mines 
an West Australia. He began business in no 
mall way. He astonished al] England by 
amducing the late marquis of Dufferin to ac- 
cept the presidency of one of the first compa- 
mites he floated—the “London and Globe 
‘Finance corporation.” The company was 
apitalized for $5,000,000 and offered its stock 
for sale. The investing public, lulled into 
pecurity by the name of the marquis of Dut- 
ferin, purchased the shares with avidity. The 
Zondon and Giobe invested the money thus 
a into its treasury in many enterprises. 

orst of all, it paid $3,750,000 for the Baker 
Street and Waterloo Underground railway— 
it failed. 
While the London and Globe company was 
at the flush of its popularity with the invest- 
ing public Wright organized the “ Standard 
Exploration company’ and the “ British- 
American corporation.”” Both companies 
‘were’ capitalized for millions. Both paid one 
or-two dividends on a magnificent scale, and 
the public simply threw its money into Whit- 
er Wright's lap. 


es Then one company after another was or- 
The public bought stock eagerly. | 


Money was paid into Wright’s hands by 
millions. He was at the pinnacle of his suc- 
cess. He spent millions of dollars for his 
own personal gratification. He owned almost 
a palace in Park lane, next to the famous 
mansion of the marquis of Londonderry. He 
purchased a country home upon which he 
spent money like water. He filled it with rare. 
works of art, paintings, and statuary. He 
owned steam yachts, and gave lavishly to 
charity. 
Then Comes the Crash. | 

Then came the crash. The London and 
Globe company failed on Dec. 29, 1900, drag- 
ging down nearly a score of London firms 
with it. Then, one after another, the re- 
maining forty companies organized by 
Whitaker Wright crumbled. Investors lost 
everything. 

The shame and disgrace of the collapse 
of the London and Globe, which had invest- 
ed more than $15,000,000 in various enter- 
prises, killed Lord Dufferin. 

It was Lord Dufferin’s name and well 
known personal integrity that induced the 
public to invest millions, and when the 
crash of the Globe Finance corporation 
came he went to his place at Clandeboye, 
a mansion dating from James I., on the 
Belfast lough, and sank to death in what 
was to him disgrace. 

He was ruined, but not blamed, except 
for being the blind tool of Whitaker 
Wright. In fact, when the compulsory liqui- 
dation of the London and Globe Financial 
corporation was ordered it fell’ on Lord 
Dufferin with extreme tragic force. 

He had just heard that his younger son, 
Lord Frederick Blackwood, was wounded, 
and was on the point of starting for south 
Africa with Lady Dufferin. He, however, 
faced his misfortunes manfully, acknowl- 
edging that he was at the mercy of a pack 
of unscrupulous men, 

Englishmen forgave him, although com- 
menting severely on the bane of finance 
caused by “ ornamental’ chairmen, but was 
incensed at Wright, who had become 
known as the “‘ modern Monte Cristo,” and 
whose meteoric financial schemes had filled 
the public mind with all kinds of fabulous 


fortunes. 
Prison at the Last. : 

For two years Whitaker Wright held o 
prosecution, but the clamor of the public be- 
came so strong that two weeks ago parlia- 
ment compelled the authorities to move. A 
warrant for Whitaker Wright's arrest was 
issued, and he fied. On March 6 he went 
to Havre, where on the following day he 
sailed for the United States, only to be ar- 
rested as the steamer touched the dock. 

Personally, Whitaker Wright is not a man 
who would be picked out of a throng of city 
men as a great magician of finance. Heisa 
physically strong, heavy, taciturn looking 
man, dark haired, gray mustached, keen 
eyed, wearing glasses, and heavy of step. 

His dress, too, is quiet, unassuming, al- 
most severe in its simplicity. The only ar- 
ticle of jewelry that he allows himself is a 
heavy gold watch chain, which crosses his 
ample waistcoat. The hands are unadorned 
with rings, and there is no “* promoters’ dia- 
mond’’ to be found sparkling éither in his 
searf or on his shirt front. 

But he has the manners of an Admirable 
Crichton. He is a veritable Machiavelli for 
suavity. Did he not, by dint of his un- 
matched persuasive powers, succeed in mak- 
ing one of the finest coups ever accomplished 
in the city, that of gaining over the marquis 
of Dufferin, K. P., a nex-viceroy and one of 
the foremost diplomatists of the Victorian 
era, as chairman of the London and Globe 
Finance corporation? When the announce- 
ment was made the astonishment of the city 
was intense, and the confidence of the public 
in Mr. Whitaker Wright's companies in- 
creased proportionately. It was no small 
triumph for the diplomacy of Mr. Whitaker 
Wright to have captured a man who, during 
a long and honorable career, had encountered 
all the wiles and traps of diplomacy imagin- 


able. 
‘ Some of His Methods. 

But suavity and persuasiveness are not the 
only weapons upon which Mr. Wright has 
had to rely in the past. Those who saw him 
at the final meetings of his various com- 
panies, when with his back to the wall he 
faced small armies of clamoring share- 
holders, came away full of admiration for 
the fighting qualities he showed. He played 
upon his hearers like a virtuoso upon some 
delicately toned instrument, alternately 
smiling, suggesting, arguing, and thundering, 
threatening, never pleading, and, what had 
first been unanimous bodies of shareholders 


fagainst him became violent pro-Wrights, 


shouting with him, cheering his points, and 
vowing vengeance on those whom he pointed 
to as the authors of their joint undoing. 

In London Mr. Wright always devoted him- 
self to business pure and simple. He was 
known to few people intimately, and conduct- 
ed his affairs with an eye both to celerity and 
effectiveness. Even at home, when he lived 
in Park lane or at his fairylike place, Lea 
park, in Surrey, he was not known to the 
world as a social lion. | 


Early Life in Obscurity. 

The earlier life of Whitaker Wright is a 
sealed book. It is not known whether he is 
British or American born. It is reported that 
he is a naturalized American. It is known 
that he lived in the United States many 
years. One story told about him is to the 
effect that when a young man his life was 
saved by an Indian squaw.

ROBBERS SHOOT TWOGUESTS 
IN A PUEBLO RESTAURANT. 


Masked Bandits Use Revolvers on Citi- 
. gens Who Are Slow in Raising Hands 
—One Dies Instantly, Other Wounded. 


Pueblo, Colo., March 15.—[Special.]—Two 
masked men, in an attempt to hold up a 
fashionable restaurant tonight, shot two of 
the guests because they were slow in deliv- 
ering their valuables. 

One of the guests who was shot, Dr. J. F. 
Turner, died in his chair. The other, C. B. 
Bishop, fs in a serious condition and may die. 

The robbers first entered the rear door of 
Loestaus’ café, and advanced half the length 
of the long room. They then retreated and 
went outside. Presently they reéntered by 
the front door. 

One went to the cashier’s desk while the 
other attempted to rob the guests at tlie 
tables. The second robber pointed a re- 
volver at Dr. Turner, who was sitting at a 
table, and commanded him to throw up his 
hands. The doctor hesitated and the robber 
fired full in his face, killing him instantly. 

Then the desperado attacked another 
guest, C. B. Bishop, and shot him in the left 
side. Then, without securing any booty, the 
robbers fied. Mr. Bishop was taken to a 
hospital. He came recently from Sugar City, 
where his brother lives. ’ 

Dr. Turner, who was about 30 years old, 
came here from Iowa two yearsago. He was 
a graduate of Princeton. There is no clew 
to the identity of the robbers. | 

Rob a Widow in Her Home. 

Wapakoneta, O., March 15,—{Special.]— 
Fourteen masked robbers invaded the home 
of Mrs. Reichelderfer, a well to do widow, 
living near the village of Crifersville, last 
evening, bound the members of the family, 
and secured nearly $10.000 worth of valuables 
and money. After they had finished ran- 
sacking the house several of the gang 
remained until early in the morning, feasi- 
ing on cold food, wine, and cider which they 
found in the cellar. Mrs. Reicheiderfer, it 
is said, was afraid to trust her money to 
banks, which accounts for the large amount 
kept in the house. 

Living in the house with Mrs. Reichelderfer 
were a granddaughter, Blanche Reichel- 
derfer, 10 years old, and a family by the 
name of Imes, consisting of the father, 
George Imes, his wife, and their son Joseph, 
who was absent when the robbers appeared. 

Just after the family had concluded sup- 
per the fourteen masked men, well armed, 
entered the kitchen and ordered them to 
throw up their hands. George Imes showed 
fight and was promptly knocked down by the 
robbers, who then blindfolded and gagged 
all the family with the exception of the little 
girl and tied them to beds and furniture,

All the members of the family were ad- 
dressed by their given names and the rob- 
bers seemed familiar with the house and 
surroundings, which leads to the belief that 
they are from Cridersville and the surround- 
ing territory.

Possible Excuse for a War. 

The possible casus belli is that in the winter 
of 1901-'02 a Norwegian magistrate went into 
Russian territory and examined a Russian 
subject in connection with a quarrel between 
Laplanders, In the past such action, though 
illegal, hae been allowed by mutual under- 
standing; in the present caze Russia issued a. 
strong protest against it—a practical ulti- 
matum. 

For some time now Russia has nourished a 
dread lest Sweden might take action in favor 
of Finland. This idea has been sedulously 
cultivated by articles contributed to the Rus- 
sian press by the well known Norwegian 
author, Bjirnstjerne Bjiérnson, who has 
hinted plainly that recent increases in Swed- 
ish armament indicate an ambition to reas- 
sert that old sovereignty which disappeared 
with Charles XII. 

Modern Weapons Purchased. 

Russia’s first ukase forbade the hoisting of 
the Swedish flag in Finland, and Russian offi- 
cers disguised as woodcutters flocked to the 
Scandinavian peninsula. Alarmed at this, 
Sweden bought large quantities of modern 
weapons and began to reorganize her de- 
fenses. At this Russia grew alarmed in turn, 
and the czar’s uncle, the Grand Duke Mi- 


of Dalarna to judge of the state of affairs. A 
Swedish captain was detached as his escort. 
As a result of his visit he found no signs of 
‘warlike preparations. 

‘The visit, however, still further increased 
Swedish alarm, and an army reform bil) 
(which had stood on the program for forty 
years without finding grace with the riksdag) 
was passed. The army on a peace footing 
was brought up to 65,000 men, and the train- 
ing period increased from ninety to 240 or 360 
days, with prospect of a further extension to 
fifteen or eighteen months, while the navy 
and fortifications received augmented votes. 

Then came the Russian protest about the 
Norwegian lawyer already referred to. The 
Russian note about it demanded instant sat- 
isfaction, and practically placed before 
Sweden three alternatives of an offensive 
and defensive alliance with Russia, cession 
of part of Upper Norrland, or—war. 

The note arrived at night, and in the coun- 
cil that was called immediately war was de- 
cided on as the only possible course. Butas 
Russia was apparently unready to follow up 
and support her envoy, Count de Biitzow, 
the trouble blew over. 

The threat of it, however, hangs over Swe- 
den like a thunder cloud. Since last spring 
apparently in consequence of the army re- 
form act (for the Swedish government has 
been careful to keep the whole Russian affair 
secret), an unusual activity has existed in 
military and naval arsenals. 

All Ready for the Combat. 


The line and the first reserve are now all 
rearmed with Mausers, and the artillery with 
Krupp twelve pounders.

Representatives of the 
Swedish and Norwegian navies have met 
and decided on a special signal code, and 
many other measures of a like nature have 
been taken. 

Though the visit of M. Loubet to Denmark 
was not connected with any idea of a Russo- 
Franco-Danish alliance, yet the king of Den- 
mark, by sending his son on a visit to Ger- 
many immediately after it, would seem to 
have gone out of his way to try and allay 
suspicions of such’ an alliance, and Sweden 
then saw grounds for alarm—she saw them 
even in M. Loubet’s New Year's telegram 
to the czar, “*‘ Success.”’ 


Secession Hint Is a Ruse. - 


Immediately after this telegram the Nor- 
wegian government issued a preliminary 
mobilization order. This order, being a se- 
cret one, led to the impression that Norway 
contemplated a war of secession—an idea 
that has been sedulously cultivated in the 
press. Simultaneously with this order the 
naval ports: of Sweden and Norway have 
been practically closed against foreign war- 
ships and committees of defense have been 
established at all naval bases. So today the 
united kingdoms stand with fingers on the 
trigger of war. 

Russia may still cherish the illusion that 
fn the event of war Norway will attack 
Sweden, but she may put that hope from her. | 
Quarrel with the Swedes as Norwegians 
may, they know full well that their independ- 
ent existence is bound up with that of Swe- 
den, and there are many who feel that a 
common cause against a common foe is the 
baptism of blood that is needed to cement 
the union. For that end there are men in 
both countries who would welcome a war 
with Russia. 

Numerically the latter power has a vast 
preponderance. The entire Swedish-Norwe- 
gian force available does not exceed 500,000 
men, with 650 guns. Russia has ten times 
as many. In fleets, too, Russia has nearly as 
great a preponderance. 

But numbers are not everything, and 
neither with men nor ships can Russia bring 
at once much more than equal force to bear. 
It is, indeed, doubtful if she could in any 
case find more than 600,000 men for an invad- 
ing army, and these she would have to take 
across the gulf of Bothnia. The way is not 
well barred by fortresses, and within six 
weeks—supposing the original landing possi- 
ble in face of the Swedish-Norwegian fleet— 
the invaders might be in Upland. 

Hard Campaign Is Certain. 

But what force of them would remain? 
In 1877-'78, out of 740,000 men, déspite alles, 
Russia only got 140,000 south of the Danube, 
though there was no sea to pass and the 
distance from the base was but 300 miles. 
From Umea (the probable landing place) to 
Upland is at least 450 miles, and the vast 
majority of the invaders would seem needed 
to protect the lines of communication. The 
war might well last till the winter, and where 
would Russia be then? 

France may be counted on as a Russian 
auxilary, but this is not likely, because Ger- 
many would havea word there. But whether 
she came with France or without, Russia 
would find her old antagonist ready for her. 
If she decides on war, this spring will prob- 
ably see the battle flags in motion. for Russia 
can only lose by further delay, for Sweden 
and Norway may then embrace the German 
emperor’s offer and join the triple alliance. 

However, both Swedes and Norwegians 
have always preferred to buy experiences 
dearly, and they will probably do so even 
this time, still declining the alliance and 
facing Russia single handed. '

WYNDHAM’S BILL 
John Redmond Explains Na- 
tionalist Attitude to Min- 

istry at Present Time. — 


Secre.ary Chamberlain Sadly 
Needed to Extricate Balfour 
from Many Tangles.

LONDON, March 16, 3a. m.—John Red- 
mond candidly admits that the present atti- 
tude. of the nationalist party in parliament 
is due to the prospect of the enactment of an 
exceptionally generous measure: for the 
settlement of the Irish land question. — 

Speaking at a great nationalist demonstra- 
tion in Liverpool. yesterday he said that it 
was quite true that for the moment the Irish 

embers of parliament put their trust in 
‘Wyndham’s land bill, but he pointedly added 
that the word had been passed down the 
—— to “ keep your powder dry.”’ 

This remark lends color to the belief that 
although Redmond may have been promised 
a good bill by the government, he is not 
aware of the principal points of the scheme 
which Wyndham will introduce. The Irish 
leader is, however, quite sanguine. He does 
not expect that the bill will act like a magic 
wand and at once transform Ireland into a 
paradise of contentment and wealth. The 
solution of the land problem would not mean 
the settlement of the whole Irish question, 
but it would lay a broad and gure foundation 
towards that end.* Redmond makes no secret 
of the belief that England will not mise the 
greatest opportunity she ever had for bring- 
ing peace, prosperity, and friendliness to the 
sister isle. | 

Gives Warning to England. 

Redmond wound up his speech yesterday 
with a warning. If, he said, the British 
government dashed the hopes which had been 
raised by Wyndham, it would have to leave 
Ireland. Government of that country by 
England under the present methods had be- 
come practically impossible, for, with Cath- 
Olic and Protestant, peer and peasant united, 
they had a new Ireland which would be asa 
unit in opposition to the continuance of Eng- 
lish rule. 

Chamberlain will not return to parliament 
@ moment too soon, as Balfour has been 
gradually losing control over his supporters, 
with the result that discontent is spreading 
in the unionist ranks, and the fourth party, 
under the energetic leadership of Winston 
Churchill, is adding to its numbers almost 
daily. The new education act is not working 
smoothly, and the nonconformists dislike it 
as much as ever. There is some reason to 
believe that the passive resistance policy of 
Dr. Clifford will be carried out, though not 
probably to any great extent. | 

It is generally expected that Chamberlain 
will make a strong effort to pull his party 
together. He will appeal to the critics that 
have appeared in the government's own 
household to help in the work of reform as 
directed by the leaders. He will endeavor to 
show them that their present effort can 
only result in the destruction-of their own 
party without bringing about those changes 
that they so ardently desire. |

Iron and Steel Stronger in Europe. 

‘The European position of iron and steel 
appears to be gradually strengthening. Ger- 
man works which for months have been 
aggressive competitors for export business, 
are full up with orders for near delivery 
and are refusing fresh orders where short- 
ness of time is the essence of the contract 
and have further advanced prices, which are 
gradually getting within a measurable dis- , 
tance of those named by some British works. 
Since the beginning of the year there has 
been a fairly satisfactory upward movement 
on the continent, which is especially marked 
in the descriptions of materials which are 
most sought after by American buyers. 


German Election Will Be Bitter. 


The general election in Germany, which 
will take place three months hence, has al- 
ready produced a plentiful crop of political 
meetings of the various parties for the pur- 
pose of organizing their respective forces. 
The contest will probably be a more bitter 
one than on any previous occasion, as sev-, 
eral important public interests will be at 
stake which are in direct antagonism to 
each other. 

The alliance of the moderate parties on the 
question of customs tariff, by means of which 
it was possible to defeat socialistic obstruc- 
tion, proves to have been merely a tem- 
porary one, as they are now fighting against 
each other more determinedly than ever. 
The national liberals especially have started 
a regular crusade against the clericals, who 
were allies during the tariff debate, and 
they now owe their existence mainly to the 
favor of the socialists. At the last election 
one-third of the votes of all the electors were 
given to socialist candidates, and the dis- 
content which prevails all over Germany 
is constantly bringing new recruits to the 
socialist ranks. N. F. 


PRINCE OF WALES NEEDS MONEY 


Story Published in London to Effect 
King Will Ask Parliament to In- 
crease His Allowance,

LONDON, March 15.—The socialist jour- 
nal, Reynolds’ newspaper, publishes a story 
to the effect that the prince of Wales, who 
is the recipient of $100,000 yearly, in addi- 
tion to the $30,000 from the duchy of Corn- 
wall revenues, is unable to live on that 
amount, and that the king accordingly will 
ask parliament for an additional allowance 
of $100,000 yearly for the prince. 

The paper alleges the king and the pririce 
of Wales were frequent visitors at the house 
of a certain French marquise, where some 
distinguished people play cards. The king 
and the prince of Wales invariably lost, and 
the prince lost $35,000 in one night. He dis- 
covered eventually that he was being cheated 
and in a loud voice denounced the marquise 
and another woman and threatened to make 
outcasts of them in decent society. Tle 
woman did not deny that she had cheated, 
and defied the prince to do his worst. 


GIBBONS COMMENDS THE CZAR. 


Cardinal Says Recent Decree Granting 
Religious Freedom Is Most Benefi- 
cent Movement of 20th Century. 


Baltimore, Md., March 15.—[{Special.}— 
Cardinal Gibbons today, in commenting on 
the announcement of the czar’s decree pro- 
viding for freedom of religion throughout his 
dominions, establishing to a certain extent 
local self-government, and making other 
concessions to the village communities, said: 
‘In my judgment it may be considered the 
rmost unexpected as well as the most impor- 
tant and beneficial movement that has taken 
place in this twentieth century. As the de- 
cree affects a large part of the population of 
Russia, I earnestly hope that the report is 
true in all its details, and especially in those 
concerning the promised concessions as to 
religious liberty. | 

“I have some misapprehensions, however

' Youth Tells of Robberies. 
Young Fredericks says the thefts began

According to young Fredericks, it was 
while Elser was traveling beat out of the 
Halsted street police station that he became 
familiar with the house and the premises in, 
which the valuable material was kept. The 
Fredericks establishment stands less than 
800 feet from the Halsted street police sta- 
tion, and instructions had been given the 
patrolmen to keep special watch on it. 
The Fredericks company acted as agent

from $4,000 to $7,000 worth of the bronze 
“powder and leaf was kept in stock in the 
basement of the building at all times. 


Police Take Up the Case. . 


The first complaint to the police was made 
last July; when Mr. Fredericks reported that 
150 pounds of bronze -powder, worth $159, 
had been stolen. Following this the reports 
to the police were frequent.. 

In his confession young Fredericks said 
that “six or eight” visits had been 
to the basemént of the éstablishment during 


the Jast year, and that m $300 to ». 
‘worth of the material was taken at each 
Visit. “He estimated that $3,000 worth of 


material had been stolen.-..The. boy said 
that at first only himself, the ex-policeman, 
and one other man were ‘in with’’ the 
crime, and that the others were “let in” 
from time to time by Elser, on condition that 
they go out and “ peddle the stuff.”’ 

When the gold leaf was stolen” dummy 
packages were put in its place. 

Elser, ‘‘Copper” and Kisser. 

As a member of the police department the 
career of Paddy ’’ Elser was meteoric, in 
the sensé that it was both short and flashy. 
‘He joined-the department in 1899, and was 
transferred from the Halsted street. to the 
Sheffield tavenve station on account of his 
Inability t s temptation while traveling 
his beat’ . 

Once on the north sjde Elser became enam- 
ored of a vaudeville performer in a summer 
garden and deserted his post to attend per- 
formances where she was:the attraction. 
On one occasion his charmer sang a new song 
in which she challenged the young men in 
the audience to come upon the stage and 
kiss her. Elser, In full uniform, clambered 
over the footlights and kissed ‘the young 
woman vigorously. : 

This incident came to the ears of Capt. 
Herman Schuettler, Elser’s commanding of- 
ficer, and charges were preferred. On the 
following day, before the charges had 
reached headquarters, Elser attended an-. 
other performance at the same theater and 
more charges were preferred. Rather than 
face the trial board Elser sent in his resig- 
hation. 

After leaving the department Elser sep- 
arated from hig wife and children, and has 
been arrested frequently since on disorderly 
charges. Six months ago he was shot in the 
hand in‘a conflict with a barber in Bissell 
street, near Willow. At the time it was said 
‘he was in the employ of a trade union asa 
“slugging committee ” of one.

Archbishop at High Mass. 

Archbishop Quigley did not preach at the 
Holy Name cathedral yesterday, but he did 
assist in the late high mass.

-home of every acquaintance of her husband 
that she knew of, but, none.of. them knew 
anything about the whereabouts of the boy,, 

Yesterday the mother was ill from the 
effects of her search, but declared'that she 
would try again today. | 

“I have learned that my husband took the 
baby south on the surface line,’’ she said, 
.**and I think he wes met by some one at the 
Wilson avenue station of the elevated road. 
He réturned to Evanston on the Northwest- 
ern railroad. I went to a half dozen places 
on the north and northwest sides, but the 
child was not at any of them. I am going to 
begin again today, and I think the neighbors 
will help me.”’ 

Tired Out by Her Efforts. 

Mrs. Booth was alone in prosecuting her 
search Saturday night. She started to Chi- 
cago with only a vague idea of where to find 
some of the people that she wanted to see, 
but found their addresses in the directory. 
She was worn out with fatigue and anxiety 
when she returned to Evanston. : 

“‘] did not realize what a hopeless task it 
is to find any one im Chicago until I had been 
searching for a couple hours,”’ she said. 
“I was compelled to walk during the greater 
part of the time. Out near Fullerton avenue 
and Robey street I walked in the darkness for 
half an hour before I could And an address, 
and when I did find it the people were gone. 
I had about the same experience at other 
places, except I found the people at home. My 
husband had told none of them about his in- 
tention of hiding the child. At another place 
there were no numbers on the houses, and I 
had to go from house to house asking for the 
names of the occupants. and information 
about the people I wanted. 

** I will spend my whole life looking for the 
boy, if necessary. I cannot live without 
him. If I cannot find him myself, I will 
apply to the courts for help.” 

The mother did not see her husband during 
the day, she does not think that he will 
tell where he has hidden the baby. Booth 
will have a hearing on a charge of disorderly 
conduct, preferred by his wife, next Thursday 
before Justice Cummings. An effort will be 
made then to have him return the baby to 
its mother. |

, PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


In am Interview in New York She De- 
- @Glares She Adopted a Roving Life 
te Avoid the Assessor—When Told 
That Wealthy Nonresidents Had 
Contributed Volentarily She Says 
They May Do as They Like, but She 
Will Not Imitate Them. 


New York, March 15.—[Special.}]—Hetty 
Green is without a home. This is not due to 
dispossession nor has Mrs. Green lost her 
fortune. She does not want a home because 
taxes have to be paid where you have 4 
home. 

“TIT am simply rotating between here and 
Chicago,” Mrs. Green told a reporter yester- 
day at the Chemical bank, which for years 
hds been her business headquarters. “I 
was proved to be 4 nonresident of New York 
several years ago, and so, of course, I don’t 
pay taxes here. I have had friends in this 
bank for many years, and they allow me 
t@ come here and get my mail and’: tele- 
grams.” 

Mrs. Green’s personal abiding place here 
has always been transitional. 


She Has No Home. } 

“Since my husband died,”’ continued the 
richest woman in America, “I have had no 
special home of my own. My daughter is in 
Bellows Falls, Vt., and my son is in Texas. 
My business calls me here and to Chicago, so 
I simply keep going back and forth. It’s none 
of my business what other people do about 
their taxes, or where they live, or what they 
may do. I had myself proved a nonresident 
and that was all that concerned me.” 

It was suggested. that some rich men in 
New York had declared themselves non- 
residents, but because of their large realty 
holdings here had volunteered to pay taxes 
on a certain amount of personalty. Hetty 
Green was asked if she approved of this 
policy. | 
“Get None of My Money.”’. 

“Just let me tell you,” she replied, firmly, 
“they won't get any of my money in that 
way. The others can do it adil they want to. 
I pay what I have to.”’

T00 MUCH ATHLETICS — 


NOT GOOD FOR GIRLS. 


Head of Physical Culture Department 
at Wellesley Says Basketball Must 


Be Carefully Supervised. 


Boston, Mass., March 15.—[Special.]—*‘ The 
abuses of athietics in secondary schools for 
giris and boys ” was the topic discussed at a 
meeting of the Boston Physical Educational 
society held in the Walker building, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 

Miss Luectie Eaton Hill, head of the physical 
“eatture department at Wellesley, took as her 
text, “‘ If advocates of athletics are arduous, 
opponents of athletics are strentious.” She 
said that there should be no opposition to 
outdoor sports for girls, provided they were 
carried on properly, but she recognized that 
evils were creeping in, and that the time 
ripe to stop them. 

Regarding basketball, she said that unless 
ft was carefully supervised the game could 
work havoc with young girls. She asserted 
there were too many incompetent teachers 
of athletics in secondary schools; that a sys- 
tem must be provided for proper instruction, 
and that unless the samé could be arranged 
athletics for girls and boys should be pro- 
hibited. | 

Intercollegiate contests, she said, should be 
tabooed: likewise interscholastic affairs of 
skill and strength which she said could not 
be otherwise than harmful. 

Miss Hil severely criticised the society 
women who gave a black eye to athletiés 
by becoming too “sporty” in their efforts 
to attract publicity by their fads, as the sins 
of the latter had to be borne by the big ma- 
jority of women. 

In closing, Miss Hill stated that attention 
of reformers should be centered on the phys- 
ical culture developments for girls, as the 
boys were not to be compared with girls for 
a minute, since it was absolutely necessary 
to have healthy girls to make good mothers. 


ARREST TWO MURDER SUSPECTS 


Police Capture Men Charged with Com- 
-plicity in the Killing of Ludovig 
Norman in a Saloon. 


Two men were arrested yesterday for com- 
plicity in the murder of Ludovig Norman, 
who was shot early in the morning in Robert 
Ohle’s saloon, 310 Sedgwick street, where 
he was a bartender.

CHILD TOILERS. 


Demands Enactment 
of Pending Bills. 


STIRRED BY ORATORY. 


Dr. E. G. Hirsch, Dr. R.A. White, 
Addams, and Others. 
the Speakers. , 


Stirred by word pictures of the dwarféd 
lives to which thousands of child laborers 
in modern factories are condemned, an @U- 
dience that packed Fullerton hall yester- 
day afternoon rose with a shout of enthu- 
siasm and adopted resolutions urging ‘sup- 
port of the bills now before the legislature 
for the emancipation of these infant slaves, 
It was the occasion of a conference on child 
labor and school attendance in Illinois’ a¥- 
ranged by the industrial committee of tile 
Federation of Woman’s Clubs. 

It was no ordinary portrayal of the situa- 
tion that wrought upon the emotions of 
audience. After the presentation of the cold 
figures of the statistics on child emiploymént 
and illiteracy by Raymond Robins and Supt. 
John J. Sloan, there followed the appeal of 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch charaterizing the factory 


_under present laws as the modern Moloch 


devouring its infant sacrifices. Then Dr.“R. 
A. White attacked the employers In a scath- 
ing address, in which he denounced a recent 
¢cireular of the Iflincis Manufacturers’ 
sociation enlisting opposition to the bills, ~ 
Clayton Mark, president of the board 
education, presided and introduced ‘the 
speakers. * 
Factories the Modern Molochs. .- 


“I can see these modern factories under 
present laws only as the Molochs of today,” 
said Dr. Hirsch. “ There they stand hideots 
as of old consuming the lives ‘of little chil- 
dren, The child and labor do not go together, 
Childhood is for play and preparation, f0F 
amusement and growth. The kitten plays 
and the mother cat looks on with nevér} 
hindrance. It is only the human beast tiat 
would force its offspring to labor with its 
might. 

“We hear a great deal today about the 
divine and infallible right of contract, to 
strike at which would be to strike at the 
itself of our institutions. The pate Peck 
clares.he has the right to engage his labor 
and pay for what he gets. He hires these 
children and he pays no more than they are 
worth to him. 

“ But does he pay for what is sacrificed @ 
his greed? Does he pay for the crippled 
bodies, the bhuinted intellects, and the wasted 
lives of those little creatures? Does he pro- 
vide that after they have served out their 
usefulness to him these physical and moral 
wrecks shall not become the charges of the 
community ?’’ 

At this there was a great burst of applaus6, 
and as the speaker céntinued to draw the 
picture of the mites at their endless tasks 
tears came to the eyes of not a few in the 
audience. 

“And for the parents,” concluded Dr, 
Hirsch, “why, the parents have no 
under heaven to sel! theit children into indua- 
trial slavery. Better would it be that 
the furnace fires of all the factories were 
quenched than that one little life should be 
crushed and blackened with this heartl 
toil.. That state is safest in which weal 
women and weaker children live under the 
protection of the laws.”’ 
“T° am to speak on the ‘Pity of Chilg 
Labor,’ said the Rey. R. A. White. “ But 
I understand that we are here to gather our 
strength for the influence of the legislators 
at Springfield, and I did not know that pity 
counted for much there. In Springfield votes 
count for the most and pity is generally 
eliminated from the consideration of these 
commercial crimes. 

“T heard a glass trust magnate in Springs 
field the other day beg a legislative commiittes 
not to indorse a child labor bill-which would 
ruin his business, in which thousands of chil- 
dren are employed. Do you ktow what 4a 
the answer that mothers and rs give 
that man? Itisthis: ‘If you mué@t ruin the 
lives of our children, is it necessary that you 
continue your business?’ 

“TT hear of a circular issued some thres 
weeks ago by the Illinois Manutecturets* 
association, calling upon its members end 
upon employers who are not its members; to 
oppose the bill for the emancipation of the 
children. If you want to know the names 6f 
the manufacturers who are behind this you 
may have them for the inquiring. Then you 
may know who aid and abet the crippling 
of little bodies and steeping of youthful minds 
in ignorance.” 7 

Following Customs of Europe. .. 

Miss Jane Addams analyzed the problenray 
this wise: ay 

“It is not so strange that the numberaf 
children employed in Illinais factories is ag 
large. These little employés are not the chil- 
dren of degenerates but of peasants who have 
settleg among us from all over Europe. Ig 
their native homes the children go to work at 
an early age, generally in the flelds, and the 
parents see no harm init. Then they comets 
this country and settle in a great city like 
Chicago. They see factories all around them, 
and it seems most natural to them to piace 
their children at work inthem. They seehe 
harm in it, and they do not understand the 
different conditions and the penalties. 

*“* As a result of the vast numbers of such 
immigrants in Chicago the children have 
gone to work instead of to school, and the 
consequence is that in the percentages of 
children between 9 and 14 years of age who 
eannot read and write Illinois has moved 
from sixth to fifteenth place. Both Alaska 
and Hawali are ahead of Llinois in this com- 
parison.”’ 

Miss Addams, in reply to Dr. White's ar 
raignment of the Manufacturers’ association, 
declared that she was convinced not over Z 
per cent of the manufacturers are opposed te 
the reform of the child labor laws. 


Children Better Off in Slavery, 


degeneracy which attends the employment 
of children of a tender age in factory work. 

“It would be better,” he declared, “ ft 
sell these children outright into slavery, 
for it is not on record that any slave holding 
race ever worked its children harder than 
ite colts and calves. I believe that the solu- 
tion of this problem lies with trades unien- 
ism as it is developing today.” 

As tf in answer to this last remark, Miss 
Ellen Lindstrom, a union labor leader, ina 
short talk described the steps taken by many 
unions, including the tailoring trades, to ex- 
clude children under 16 from the business. 


Education the Solution. 


Supt. Sloan of the House of Correction deé- 
seribed the physical and mental character- 
istics of the John Worthy boys, who, hesdid, 
like the child laborers, are the results of a 
defective compulsory education law. He 
told of the influences of education whiéh 
would reclaim the delinquent youth and 
the infant employé. 

‘Give us good compulsory education end 
child labor laws,” he said, “and you will

“SAVE THE CHICAGO ORCHES- 
TRA,” SAYS DR. GUNSAULUS. | 


Pastor of Central Charch Tells His Con- 
gregation That Chiéago Cannot Af- 

- ferd to Lose the Organization That 
Is Such a Potent Factor for the Bet- 
terment of the City—Is a Question of 
Sordid Greed and Public Need — 
Seeks the Lost Chord. 3 


Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus pleaded for the 
Chicago orchestra yesterday before a large 
audience in Central church, Studebaker thea- 


ter. 

He did not call for subscriptions. He simply 
urged his hearers to join in the movement 
to save the orchestra. He did not mention 
the fact that Central‘church interests are 
involved or that Central church hopes to 
secure a permanent home in the Chicago 
Orchestra building when it is erected. 

Dr. Gunsaulus’ entire plea was for the 
salvation of the orchestra as one of the ele- 
ments that work for the betterment of Chi- 
cago. 

‘IT am not going to take up a collection,” 
said Dr. Gunsaulus, “* but for heaven’s sake, 
my friends, when you go home sit down and 
‘think what the Chicago orchestra means for 
the city, and let your conclusions after listen- 
ing to what I have tried to say result in your 
contributions. 


Seeks the Lost Chord. 


At the request of Dr. Gunsaulus, the Lyric 
Choral club prefaced his sermon by singing 
‘**The Lost Chord,” and Dr. Gunsaulus began 
by saying: 

** The longer I live the more I am convinced 
that the whole purpose of the religious life 
is to find the lost chord, the grand ‘ amen.’ 
I have been told ‘ahmen’ is not to be per- 
mitted. A western preacher had to leave 
the field of his usefulness for continuing tc 
so pronounce the word, but whether we say 
‘ahmen’ or ‘amen,’ let us get the English 
out of it, ‘ So let it be,’ ‘ God’s and man’s, so 
let it be’—a great ‘amen’ to the large 
hearted western man and ‘ahmen’ to the 
saintly lady who finds herself in the midst of 
perplexing circumstances. 

** Music is the expression of man at his best. 
Carlisle says, ‘ All great moments are mu- 
sical. All great souls are musical. One must 
dip his brush into the emotions to paint well.’ 

‘Put a steam engine next to music and 
tell me which has lifted human nature nearer 
to God. 
is to employ all the influences of music. The 
savage reaches his best expression with the 
tomtom. Put a piano at the disposal of a 
savage and tell him to express himself and 
he would be at a loss, for he must tomtom 
his way up to a piano. 

Music a Potent Power. . 

*“ Art is as a five fingered hand. Music is 
the blood that supplies its inspiration to ac- 
tion, and sculpture is well called ‘ frozen 
music,’ as there is melody in the neck ofa 
sculptured Grecian goddess. 

‘* Music is the only one of the arts repre- 
sented as having a place in heaven. The 
highest appeal a thought can make to you 
is to lead you to express yourself in music. 

‘“‘T would rather see you lose your pastor 
of Central church many times over than to 
gee you lose your Chicago orchéstra.

Now he is standing straightened to 
his full height, with both hands raised above 
his head; now he is bending over the clari- 
nets, talking to them, singing to them; now 
he is crouching beside the trumpets, smiling 
at them or frowning; now he is back of his 
desk, waving that expressive left hand of 
his over the brasses there; now he is around 
at the side of the clarinets again, making 
them hold the tone just as long as he wishes, 
shading it and coloring it to suit his will. 
Now he is on tiptoe, now he is absolutely 
quiet for an instant, and then, as the tempo 
increases, he seems to become himself elec- 
trified, his fingers are spread, his hair seems 
to rise on end, even the gilt shoulcer straps 
strain up into as high a loop as possible, the 


-tempo grows more and more furious, the 


tone louder and more intense. 

Creatore’s movements are so quick as to 
be ‘indescribable—he is here; there, every- 
where. Everywhere where the important 
phrase in the music is located there comes 
a sudden pause, an instant of complete si- 
lence, then that tremendous volume of tone 
again. Creatore is on tiptoe now, with both 
of those white hands stretched far out over 
his men; the tone remains absolutely un- 
varying untft he lets it go. Then a tornado 
of applause, and the little wizard is walking 
calmly off the stage, with only a slight flush 
of pink on his pale cheeks to suggest that 
he has been doing anything. 

It is music making entirely apart from any- 
thing encountered before, and it is doubtful 
if its like will be met with again, save as 
Creatore and his band come to us. It can 
be compared to nothing, for it is personality 
in music raised to the nth power, and the 
personality is unique. 

Judged by the usual artistic standards, the 
performance, interpretatively, is exagger- 
ated and willful beyond all reason, but there 
is about all that Creatore does a sincerity 
and earnestness that disarm criticism. It is 
so clearly an expression of personal musical 
conviction,-and so clear an expression that 
it stands in a class by itself and has to be so 
judged.. There is‘never for an instant any 
suggestion of pose about him. His back is 
more expressive even than is the incompar- 
able one of the great Sousa, but you never for 
an instant have the thought that the pose 
was studied before a mirror. - His left hand 
rivals that of Nikisch in grace and eloquence, 
but you never feel that he is conscious of 
what position it is in. The whole being of the 
man is engrossed in his work and the wonder- 
ful positions he takes and the movements he 
makes are but the outcome of the intensity he 
feels and his overpowering desire to ggmpel 
his men to play exactly as he wishes. 


The band he has is far from being a re- 
markable one eithér in quality or size, the 
tone being trequently shrill and the technical 
proficiency as a rule not great. But when 
Creatore stands over the players they do 
things almost incredible. He took the close 
of the ‘“‘ William Tell’’ overture last even- 
ing at a speed that literally made one dizzy. 
It seemed impossible at first that the band 
could get through it at such a tempo, but it 
did, and the effect was truly tremendous.

BRITT’S DEFEAT. 


‘Is the Foulest Fighter He Ever Saw 
in the Ring—Referee Warns Him 
Repeatedly to Stop Rough Work 
and the Final Blow Causes Crowd 
to. Yell Its Disapproval—Successful 
Pugilist Returns to |

Jack O'Keefe, the local lightweight, who 
won from Jimmy Britt on a foulat Portland, 
Ore., on March 9, and his manager, Sig Hart, 
returned to Chicago yesterday. They were 
loud in their praises of the treatment they 
ceceived, Speaking of the fight and the 
ecandal pertaining to it, Hart sald: 

“ All this talk about Britt being robbed and 
the large amount of money bet on O’Keefe 
ls rot. A week before the fight the betting 
was 10 to 7 in favor of Jimmy. Two days 
before, or rather when the San Francisco 
crowd hit the town, it was 2 to 1 on Britt, 
and the day of the contest and at the ringside 
100 to 30 on the CaHfornian went begging. 
Neither Grant, the referee, nor his brother 
bet a dollar, and the’Frisco sports know that 
better than any one. Britt was considered an 
air tight cinch, and Billy Britt begged me to 
bet the loser’s end of the purse, which heand 
his friends considered was all Jack would 
get, at any old price. | 

‘“‘ As to the fight, there was really nothing 
to it. It was O’Keefeall the way. This Britt 
is the foulest fighter and the biggest hoodlum 
that ever stepped into a ring: He began hit- 
ting low as soon as he saw he was up against 
jt, and continued until he was disqualified in 
the sixth round. 


He was cautioned, not once but a half dozen 
times. The referee stopped the fight four 
times and told him loud enough to be heard 
all over the building that if he did not stop 
fouling he would send him to hiscorner. The 
last time he hit low it was done so deliber- 
ately the crowd ‘aise for the referee to take 
him off. 

“Talk about your olnrcated fighters, this 
fellow Britt is it. He is rough and tough, 
sure enough, but when it comes down to 
knowing anything of the finer points of the 
game he is a dead one. Jack hit him when 
and where he pleased. He would stab him 
with straight lefts three and four times in 
succession and escape being hit in return just 
like breaking sticks. In the fourth round 
Jack crossed over his right and split his eye 
open. It was a staggerer and if the round 
had been a few seconds longer Jack, I think, 
would have put him away. 

“The Britts wanted a return match, but 
they would fight in no other town but 'Frieco. 
The Portland club offered good inducements

LEGISLATURE READY TO TAKE UP 
LOCAL MEASURES. | 


Mueller’s Proposal Permitting Munici- 
pal Ownership of Street Railways 
Set for Early Hearing—Laws to Tax 
Capital Stock of Fereign Corpora- 


on the Calendar—Fight eon Civil 


ngfield, Ill., March 15.—[Special. ]—Bills 
of local interest to Chicago will come up for 
consideration in the legislature early this 
week. The Mueller bill, providing for mu- 
nicipal ownership of street railways, will be 
up in the senate on Wednesday, and a num- 
ber of amendments proposed by the Muni- 
cipal Voters’ league are to be presented. 
Friends of the bill say it will be passed and 
sent to the house before the close of the 
week. The greater Chicago resolution will 
also be up on Wednesday for final considera- 
tion in the senate. 


Corporation Bills Up. 


The house calendar is well filled with bills, 
and several important measures are ready 
for consideration as sdon as the civil service 
measure is out of the way. Among these 
are several amendments to the foreign cor- 
porations act, which have been promised an 
early hearing. One of these prevents a for- 
eign corporation from: using a name similar 
to that of a domestic corporation. Another 
requires all foreign corporations, as a condi- 


to comply with and become amenable to all 
laws of Ililinois for the control and regula- 
tion of domestic corporations. A third bill 
requires foreign corporations to pay taxes 
upon that portion of their capital stock 


| which represents their business and invest- 


‘ments in this state. Still another is for the 
purpose of preventing foreign corporations 
from removing to the federal courts suits 
which are brought against them in the state 


courts. 
* Mey Not Escape Taxation. 

During the last two years a large number 
of Illinois companies have been going to 
other states, where the corporation laws are 
more liberal than they are in Illinois, and 
taking out papers for the incorporation of 
business which they expected to transact in 
this state. Although their property is in 
Illinois, they have thus escaped paying the 
capital stock tax, and the purpose of the 
pending bill is to have them assessed. 

The local option bill of the Anti-Saloon 
league is to be taken up again this week. It 
is to be considered in the house elections 
committee on Thursday and in the senate 
license committee on Wednesday. 


Civil Service Bill. 


The ‘civil service bill is still on the order 
of second reading, and a number of amend- 
ments to the measure have been prepared 
for presentation. Friends of some of the 
state officers have under consideration a 
plan to amend the bill by providing that the 
civil service commission shall consist of the 
elective state officers instead of three men 
appointed by the governor. 

The house is badly split up over the bill. 
When the measure was reported from com- 
mittee it was the purpose of the leaders of 
the republican organization to make it a 
party measure. Speaker Miller advanced it 
to the order of second reading at once, but 
the following day developed so much oppo- 
sition that it was determined to throw the 
measure open to amendment. Former Speak- 
er Sherman, who had been opposing every- 
thing the governor and the organization 
wanted up to this time, is a champion of the 
measure and believes it can be passed. He 
thinks enough democrats will vote for it to 
insure its passage. Several of the repub- 
licans have suggested that the bill be made 
the subject of a republican caucus, and this 
may bedone. Mr. Shurtleff and several other 
republicans who are opposed to the pending 
bill, say they will vote for a measure in- 
dorsed by a republican caucus. - 

State Architect’s Defense. 

It is likely that the house appropriation’s 
committee will be a storm center during the 
week. The resolution which provoked so 
much comment regarding the state archi- 
tect’s office is to be considered in the house 
on Wednesday, and the same day Architect 
Watson will be before the committee. It is 
expected that he will make a defense of his 
office and explain the purposes for which he 
drew the money in addition to his salary, 
which was the subject of the remarks made 
by Messrs. Sherman and Bundy in the house 
on Friday. 

The appropriations committee has encoun- 
tered a serious difficulty in the matter of 
complying with the terms of the resolution, 
requiring that requests for appropriations be 
itemized. In the resolution as originally 
drawn Mr. Sherman provided that the items 
be supplied simply for the information of 
the committee. When the resolution was 
rewritten by Mr. Lindly, . however, it re-

HEALTH OFFICIALS INDORSE 
HOUSE CLEANING BY VACUUM. 


Approve the London Lancet’s Crusdide 
Against the Dust Raising Broom in 
Favor of More Sanitary Methods. 


The oncoming of the spring cleaning sea- 
son has prompted the Chicago health de- 
partment to indorse the London Lancet's 
crusade in behalf of a new process of “ clean- 
ing by vacuum.” In the department’s weekly 
bulletin issued last night the matter of con- 
venient and sanitary house cleaning is set 
forth in this way: | 

“‘Instead of the old fashioned dust rais- 
ing broom and the dust scattering feather 
duster, or the more modern compressed air 
method—by neither of which are dust and 
dirt finally disposed of, but only dislodged 
from their setttling places to be scattered to 
others—all dust, and the disease germs which 
it contains, is ‘sucked’ out of carpets, rugs, 
curtains, tapestries, etc., and conveyed 
through rubber tubes to an exhaust cylinder, 
whence it is emptied into the furnace for 
complete destruction.” 

According to the Lancet, “carpets need not 
be taken up and need not be sent away, nor 
curtains, furniture, or bedding, and the whole 
operation in a ten room housd need not 
occupy more than eight hours, the time 
taken depending on the amount of dirt it is 
possible to remove and on the nature of the 
furniture. | 

“It is as remarkable as it is important 
from a sanitary point of view that during 
this process dust or dirt is not raised in the 
room, for exhaustion is proceeding the whole 
time; the air of the room is constantly being 
changed, and it is found when the cleaning 
process is over that the shelves, the mantel 
piece, or the cover of the piano is free from 
all signs of deposited dust. 

‘‘In a similar way the dust may be re- 
moved from the walls by means of a special 
cleaner, which consists of a brush of horse- 
shoe shape provided with an exhaust tube 
in the center, 

The Health Bulletin says regarding the 
vacuum cleaner that “it is not im the ame- 
lioration of the discomforts of the spring 
cleaning that this new method finds greatest 
favor in the mind of the sanitary official. 
Its use in the sick room, especially in the 
contagious diseases, must prove of vastly 
greater importance. 

‘*‘ Consumption, pneumonia, influenza, scar- 
let fever, and similar diseases are known to 
be spread by the infected dust of the sick 
room, and columns have been written urging 
that in the cleaning of living rooms, whether 
occupied by the sick or the well—but much 
more so by the sick—the distinct and recog- 
nized purpose of the operation shall be to 
remove and not simply to stir up the ever 
gathering dust.” 

Regarding general mortality figures in Chi- 
cago the Bulletin says: 

“The 631 deaths recorded during the week 
represent an increase of a little more than 
6 per cent over the mortality rate of the 
previous week and of nearly 10 per cent more 
than the rate of the corresponding week of 
last year.” 

As to smallpox, the Bulletin’s comments 

are: 
"Seven new cases of smallpox were dis- 
covered and removed to the isolation hospital 
during the week. Only one—an adult, 26 
years of age—had ever been vaccinated, and 
he in infancy, and not revaccinated. No 
case of smallpox ina revaccinated person 
has been found in Chicago for years. 

‘‘“A prominent club, which employs from 
forty to sixty colored waiters and attend- 
ants, has adopted a standing rule requiring 
satisfactory evidence of recent successful 
vaccination as a condition of employment in 
any capacity about the clubrooms. The ex- 
ample should be followed by every club in 


the city.”

CHICAGO'S GOOD WORKS. 
Some features in municipal life to which 
Chicago may “ point with pride” 
dwelt on at the dinner of the Merchants’ 
club Saturday night. ‘There are such 


| features, and there is no reason why atten- 


tion should not be called to them in a mod- 
ést fashion. Civic modesty isa virtue which 
may be carried to excess, though it seldom 
-is. When Chicago was young its citizens 
would not admit that it had shortcomings. 
They were, perhaps, a little too boastful of 
its merits. A reaction foflowed, It has been 
the custom of late years to lay bare merci- 
lessly the faults of the city and to say noth- 
ing of its good poimts. There should be a 
happy medium. Praise and biame—the 
sweet and the bitter—should be judiciousiy 
blended. The truth should be told, whether 
it pains or pleases. 

Chicagoans are warranted in calling at- 
tention to the fact that they have an honest 
city council. What other large city in this 
‘country has one? Chicago hasa better civil 
service law than most cities. It hasa juve- 
nile court which it has cause to be protid 
of. It may be going too far to say that 
Chicago has the best schools of any large 
city.on this continent, but it has echools 
Which*no large city need be ashamed of. 
They are doing a wonderful work. 

As Dr. Hirsch says, “ Chicago has the 
greatest epirit of tolerance of all the cities 
of the earth, prejudice having no root within 
our boundaries.” There are gathered to- 
gether here men of all races and religions, 
but the peace of the community is disturbed 
by neo racial or religious hates. The work 
of. welding into one harmonious and homo-.

Chicago is doing many things well. That 
should not blind Chicagoans to the fact that- 
it is doing many thingsill.

Everybody is 
tolerably familiar with it. Critics at home 
and abroad do not permit Chicagoans to 
forget. For some failures of performance 
they are not exclusively responsible. They 
have not full liberty to govern themselves. 
They cannot administer their home affairs 
in the better way in which they wish to ad- 
minister them. They are hampered by a 
defective charter which they are striving 
to get rid of. If the legislature and the peo- 
ple of the state will loosen legal shackles 
Chicagoans will remedy many of the evils 
whose existence they are painfully aware 
of, and in a few years will be able to make 
out a longer catalogue of civic achievements 
than they ere able to make out now. 


REAL “ESTATE CORPORATIONS. 

The state never has permitted the organ- 
ization of corporations for the purpose of 
holding and dealing in rea! estate. It has 
carefully provided that no corporation shall 
hold more real estate than it needs for the 
transaction of its business and that it shall 
sell without delay any it does not need 
which may come into its possession. There 
has been a popular feeling, stronger in:the 
country than in the city, that if a corpora- 
thom were chartered to hold .and.improve 
lands it might continue to add to its hok- 
jimgs’ until it became a bloated landowner, 
holding sway over thousands of tenants, 
never seHing land but always buying it. 

The bill which has been introduced at 
Springfield to amend the act concerning 
corporations recognizes the oki prejudice 
against real estate corporations, which runs 
back to the days of the great land holding 
‘companies. While it authorizes the creation 
of corporations for holding, improving, and 
dealing in real estate it provides that no 
such corporation shall acquire or hold any 
lands for agricultural purposes. 
restrict “ts activities to incorporated towns, 
cities, or vilages. It is provided also that 
the capital stock of such a corporation shall 
not exceed $5,000,000, and that when or- 
ganized it must specify the lands it intends 
to hold and improve and that it cannot add 
‘to them by any amendment to the articles 
of incorporation. Another provision is that 
no part of any parcel of real estate described. 
in the articles of incorporation shall be sold 
until that parcel shall have been subdivided, 
and provided with paved Te 
water pipés, and sidewalks. 

Real estate corporations limited nid re- 
stricted in the manner specified surely can 
do no harm. It will be impossible for them 


real estate men are opposed to the bill be- 
cause they believe there will be less for 
them to do if it shall become a law. Other 
men in the same business deny this. They 
contend that the authorization of real es- 
tate corporations will make business. They

+ the causes of the continued duliness of the" 
realty market in Chicago. 

_ Real estate corporation laws have worked 
well in other states. There is no reason 
why such a law should not work satisfac- 
torily in Illinois, or, to speak more strictly, 
in Illinois cities and towns, to which alone 
it will apply. As the country districts will 
not be affected by the bill their representa- 
tives certainly can have no objection to it.

1896 the growth of so-called trusts has been 
the feature of overwhelming importance in 
the development of this country. It has 
been more. This trust development has at- 
tained world wide importance. 

In a recent speech Cangressman Littlefield 
of Maine compiled statistics of trusts em- 
bracing corporations with a capital of $5v,- 
000,000 or over. In the statistics presented 
it is shown that by the interstate trusts over 
$8,000,000,000 in securities has been issued. 
When there is added to this amount the 
capital of local and natural monopolies the 
total is swelled to over $13,000,000,000. And 
when to this total is added railroad securi- 
ties, which through community of interest 
plan also form a species of trust, there is a 
grand total of over $25,000,000,000. 

The common stock represented in the ag- 
gregate of $13,750,734,517 is $8,912,472,450. 
This represents what is popularly designated 
a@s water in industrial combinations. 

Commenting upon the facts in Congress- 
man Littiefield’s speech and presenting the 
trust figures therein, the Wall Street Jour- 
nal has the following: 

“A proper distinction is made between 
what are called ‘ local and natural monopo- 
lies,’ by which is meant gas, electric light, 
water, street railway, telegraph and tele- 
phone companies, and the industrial trusts 
which are the result of consolidations and 
combinations. The latter come under the 
definition .adopted for use of the twelfth 
census, that a trust is a company organized 
to own and control a large number of fac- 
tories and mills formerly independent of 
each other and whose business extends over 
the entire country, or else a company or- 
ganized situply for the purpose of owning 
and holding the stocks of other corporations. 
The natural monopolies are trusts because of 
thelr ownersfiiip of valuable franchises or 


| patents, but’ these, too, may also be trusts 


fin the sense that they represent great con- 
solidations.

Wholesale Requirements Urgent.

and electrical machinery buflders with or- 
ders. Melters of pig iron are quietly getting 
prices for big lots of material for delivery 
during the last half ofthe year. And produc- 
tion of the crude metals is seriously ham- 
pered. "Western wire and nail mills are par- 
tially suspended because there is. a shortage 
in wire rods. Wire rods are not forthcoming, 
because Bessemer pig iron production is cur- 
tailed by the coke scarcity. . And generally 
the pig iron furnaces and the steel mills are 
buried beneath their accumulated orders and 
are burrowing no nearer the surface. It is 
noticeable, however, that the present trade 
is the more active for the cruder products. 
The metal is going into the larger work. Piz 
iron, billets, steel rails, large structural 
shapes, heavy sizes of almost all products 
are now scarcer than the lighter output, 
which means that the present activities are 
the more marked in laying foundations for 
the future. Commercial trade throughout 
tae west has been lightened this week by 
bad country roads, but, withal, has been 
of satisfactory proportions. Prices are gen- 
erally firm, with a tendency upward.”’ 


General Business Holds Steady. 


Trade in paints, oils, and colors was brisk, 
showing the continued Increase that has 
come with each succeeding week of the 
year. Two drawbacks to a much larger vol- 
ume of business than is being transacted 
exist, one a lack of supplies owing to actual 
scarcity, the other delays resulting from 
inadequate transportation facilities, a condi- 
tion more serious than is generally under- 
stood. The scarcity of materials for spot 
delivery threatens to become more serious, 
the whiting market, as an instahce, prac- 
tically being bare of stock. White lead has 
been drawn upon to the point of depidtion.

None of the 
quotations during the week, however, were 
as high as the price on the previoqus Satur- 
day, when the May was up to 76%c.

The depressing effect all through the week 
was a genera! lack of leadership and support, 
Moderate quantities of wheat were wanted 
on the breaks and there was an equal disposi- 
tion to sell out on the hard spots. These con- 
@tions made it largely a local scalping mar- 
ket, with the country trade showing ex- 
tremely little interest in either the upward or 
downward course of values. It is probably 
a fact that nearly all the substantial long 
lines of wheat have been liquidated during 
the lasttweek or so, and it is more than likely 
that a short interest exists. It is not, how- 
ever, of sufficient size to be much of a factor. 
In the absence of any other bullish influences 
the longs,. what few of them there are, depend 
as much on the shorts as on anything élse 
to make future prices higher. 

From all accounts conditions of the grow- 
ing winter wheat crop could npt be better 
than they are now. Fears of crop damage 
have heretofore existed In many quarters, 
but the crop news coming in so generally 
bearish is making the trade fearful that the 
damage talk, usual at this season of the 
| year, will notifor some time to come be much 
of a factor. 

The exports demand for American wheat is 
not specially pronounced, the Bradstreet 
figures for the week being slightly under 
those of the previous period. An outward 
movement, however, of o¥er 8,000,000 bu 
weekly is considered a fair showing, and 
should it keep up is destined to make sub- 
.Stanfial inroads in the surplus available for 
export. 

Wheat is apparently coming into the pri- 
mary. markets with a little more freedom, 
-northwestern car lots for the week being 
2,190, as against 1,997 the previous week, 
There is also a slight local accumulation, re- 
ceipts.at this point showing 177,950 bu for 
the week, as against shipments of 132,700 bu. 
The previous week the shipments were 
slightly langer, 200,000 bu, and the outward 
_movement'a little smaller, at 131,000 bu. 

1 ‘Corn Prices Tend Downward. 

- There was not much support to the corn 
iprice last’ week, closing figures on the May 
delivery showing no important change, as 
compared with the previous Saturday. The 
. closing price then was 47%c. Last Saturday 
the final market was 46%c. The May bulls 
bought an enormous aggregate during the 
week, but at no time was the price over 
.47%c. The low point was a week ago today, 
when the market was down to 46%c. There 
‘are general -fears of a manipulated market 
-in the May delivery, but the course of values 
_ does not refiect a particularly nervous lot 
‘of shorts. It would not beseurprising if most 
of these shorts had covered, and that about 
the best prices have already been seen on 
the May delivery. Sentiment is growing 
more bullish on the July, although it is ad- 
mitted that the period between the two de- 
liveries will see an enormous quantity of 
contract corn coming in. The corn visible 
is increasing in about the same ratio that 
wheat is making a decrease. Corn exports 
are showing constantly larger, and form 
about the strongest statistical feature of the 
trade. There is still a great difficulty in 
moving corn toward the seaboard, owing to 
,the car situation, which is not much better 
} than it has been for many months. 


- Some Strength in Oats. 


Both the May and July delivery of oats are 
‘showing a disposition to sell at much higher 
‘prices. A week ago the May closed at 34%c. 
Wednesday it was down to 34\%c, but on Fri- 
day up to 35%c, the best point of the week. 
Saturday it closed at 344% @34%c, with a steady 
pressure on the buying side. In a way it is 
held up by the cash market, which on tHe 
higher grade ruled decidedly strong all the 
week. Shipping interests claim this cash mar- 
ket will be decidedly better than it is could 
shipping facilities be secured. There are two 
or three long lines out, the holders showing 
no disposition whatever to liquidate them. 

In provisions the situation is not quite so 
strong as a week ago. Pork prices are sub- 
stantially easier, although lard and ribs 
show a slight improvement. All during the 
week it was a local packers’ market, with 
this interest inclined to sell at the high 
prices current early in the week. On Wednes- 
day the May pork price was up to almost 
$18.50, but on Friday down to $18.06. There 
is a generally poorer shipping demand for 
meats than at this time last year, the out-~- 
ward movement of cured meats being nearly 
4,000,000 Ibs less. Hog packing from March 
1 to date is reported at 208,000, as against 
252,000 the same period last year.

LIQUIDATION CLEARS SITUATION 
IN WALL STREET. 


Declines in the Last Fortnight Were 
Caused by Peol Holdings Being 
Lightened — While There May Be 
Farther Declines the Situation Is 
Regarded as Strengthened — Fight 
et Keene Pool on Southern Pacific 
Does Not Promise to Upset Shares.

strengthened by the period of liquidation, and 


while further declinee may take place be- 
fore an important upward move develops, 


curities for higher prices.

of the last fortnight the pool holdings have 
been lightened and the stocks have passed 
to stronger hands. 

The short interest was materially increased 
by prominent speculative interests who were 
aptively engaged in booming stocks last eum- 
mer, when prices were from 10 to 30 points 
above the current level. For the last few 
weeks they have been engaged in working for 
lower quotations and their enthusiasm hea 
attracted -a following altogether too large 
for safety, the decline being overdone, just 
as the advance was carried too far last year, 
and in consequence a bear panic is possible 
atany moment. Stocks are not dear at cur- 
rent values, save pe s in the case of a few 
issues among the s railway shares. 


As compared with the high level of 1902 
the declines now show a 15 point drop for 
Atchison, 26 pointe for Baltimore and Ohio, 
17 points for Canadian Pacific, 30 points for 
St. Paul, 15 points for Delaware and Hud- 
son, 41 points for Louisville and Nashville, | 
16 points for Manhattan, 42 points for Metro- 
politan,17 points for Missouri Pacific,30 pointe 
for New York Central, 27 points for Penney!l- 
vania, 20 pointe for Reading, 19 points for 
Southern Pacific, 22 points for Union Pacific, 
13 points for Sugar Refining, 25 points for 
Consolidateti Gas, and 9 points for United 
States Steel common, These declines car- 
ried an enormous amount of liquidation, re- 
sulting from concentration of stocks in the 
Hande of powerful financial interests. 


The’ Southern Pacific stock pool's fight 
against the management of the company 
does not promise to upset either the Southern 
Pacific or Union Pacific companies, nor is 
it Mkely to exert an influence hereafter ad- 
verse to stocks in general. Keene is fighting 
for a declaration of a dividend on Southern 
Pacific stock. If he wins the stock doubtless 
will advance, if he loses there will be no 
change in existing conditions, and a decline, 
if one should come, will merely represent 
the sales of disguated poolholders Who have 
already decided to face a loses on their ac- 
count, as the stock was purchased in the 
neighborhood of 71. | 

The monetary conditions promise to remain 
important factors in stock market specula- 
tion for some time to come, but not to an ex- 
tent to cause any acute disturbance in values. 
The importance of our growing export trade 
as a factor in the money market cannot bo 
overestimated. It means the liquidation of 
the balance held agafnat this country abroad 
and an accumulation which will make gold 
imports positive. The payment of $40,000,000 
for the Panama canal account by the goy- 
ernment means an exchange in operations 
which will result in an actual increase of 
funds in this center. That the United States 
is rapidly regaining the ground lost in export 
trade in 1902 is reflected in the current volume 
of grain, cotton, and general merchandise 
shipments reported by official sources.

Local banks are well satisfied with the situ- 
ation and have advised the secretary of the 
treasury that assistance from the govern- 
ment is not warranted by current conditions. 
This means the banks are in a better position 
than is reflected by the bank statement. New 
York can secure all the money it wants from 
European financial centers. Money rates for 
time funds are quoted at 54%@6 per cent for. 
sixty or ninety days, which is a pretty clear 
indication that the banks expect a profitable 
business for some time tocome,. Call money, 
it is thought, will rule at stiff figures for sev- 
eral weeks.

The important development of the week 
was thé announcement from Washington of 
the probability of an extra session of con- 
gress early in the’fall for the ostensible pur- 
pose of ratifying the Cuban treaty. A high 
authority is responsible for the statement 
that the chief purpose the extra session 
is to enact currency reform legislation to pre- 
vent a monetary stringency in the fall, end- 
ing for all time the periodic disturbance of 
the money market. 

The decline in stocks was pretty thoroughly 
discounted by the advance in money rates, 
and the bear traders are now beginning to 
substitute for the money situation as an ar- 
gument for lower prices the develdpments in 
the labor world in the last few weeks. It is 
contended that with the growing of strikes 
throughout the country a successful bull 
campaign is out of the question.

Ticknor made friends with the choicest liter- 
ary people in Europe and he was particularly 
fond of Goethe, Byron, Christopher North, 
Hogg,. Wordsworth, Southey, and Macaulay. 

He was in Murray’s book. shop when some 
one rushed in with the news of Waterloo, 
saying to Byron: 

** My lord, my lord, a great battle has been 
fought in the Low Countries, and Bonaparte 
is entirely defeated,” But is it true?” 
asked Lord Byron. ‘‘ Yes, my lord. An aid de 
camp arrived in town last night. He has been 
in Downing street this morning, and I have 
just met him as he was going to Lady Well- 
ington’s. He-says he thinks Bonaparte is 
in full retreat towards Paris.” After a mo- 
ment’s pause Byron replied, “‘ lam d—d sorry 
to hear it,” adding, “I didn't know but: I: 
might live to see Lord Castlereagh's head 
on a pole. But I suppose I shan’t now.”’ 

Byron, Dr. Parr, Southey, and others ap- 
pear to be the prototypes of the pro-Boers, 
for the first named told Ticknor that it was a 
neglect of duty to go to bed without prayers 
for Bonaparte’s success. Ticknorf met Lady 
Holland, of course, and that person remarked 
to him that “ the majority of Americans were 
the descendants of convicts,’’ whereupon he 
retorted that her own family came from 
America. he disliked. Of him he 


said: 

“ He is the same man he has always been, 
and always will be, with the coldest, most 
disagreeable manners I have ever seen. I

MISS WYATI’S TRUE LOVE. 
Its Aim Seems to Be the Glorification of 
the Commonplace. 

“True Love’’’-is hardly a tithe 
for ‘Miss Wyatt's latest story; it is too ob- 
vious and leaves nothing to wonder about. 
From such a title might havé been expected 
a romantic tale of thwarted affection, a duel 
or two, and, perhaps, a maiden’'s blighted 
life.. Instead Miss Wyatt has written a 
most matter of fact chronicle of common- 
place people, who live in large, square sepul- 
chral rooms, filled with gilt chairs and net 
nots. 

The older women are interested in em- 
broidered cuffs and church fairs; the young- 
er, to quote. fair Inez, “just love Raphael 
and think the old Dutch school perfectly 
grand,” while the men talk-of baseball! and 
sheep raising. About the four young peo- 
ple of the story, many relatives hover in.a 
vague cloud of indistinct shapes, and sev- 
eral chapters must be read before the char- 
acters are clearly seen.- 

The action of the book extends over three 
years, and the ‘story moves like a muddy 
river, whose current is at times so slow as 
to be hardly discernible. To be sure, the 
author brings in a drowning, a fire, and a 
suicide in quick succession, but even these 
events fail to stir the reader.. 

Miss Wyatt's aim seems to have been a 
glorification of the commonplace. In this, 
however, stie has only partiy succeeded. 
Such a task demands a stronger power of 
characterization than-she possesses. Mr. 
Howells might, perhaps, have made her 
shadowy and conscicusly excellent woman 
real, and made us feel Emily’s charm and 
much insisted upon sincerity. As it is, the 
reader follows them languidly and wishes for 
one touch of nature. Dick Colton, the hearty, 
impulsive innkeeper, is more convincing; 
and boyish, long legged Tom is great relief. 
In point of description the author shows 
greater: power and the charm of the wide 
prairie. and distant horizon is felt. But even 
here faults of diction mar one’s enjoyment. 
Such phrasés as, the ‘ spacious. fragrance 
of the sunny afternoon,” “ the evening with 
{ts fragrant mists and dew breathing around 
them.’ make us Ww er that Emily and. 
Inez did not die of malarial fever long before 
the end of the story. When,the “ amenable 
girl’ goes to the plano one must hope the 
word. is.a misprint, and is sure she does not 
deserve such an adjective, and the expression, 
“@ charmed’ harmonic gift of enjoying 
things,” is far too. deep for an unenlightened

New York, March 15.—[Special.]—Grover 
Cleveland contributes an article to the World 
on “Success and the Uses of Adversity in 
Attaining It,”’ in which he says: 

** Of course,’ it will not do to count adversity 
among the necessary requisites to life’s suc- 
cess. We have seen many win notable suc- 
cesses whose paths were smooth and easy, 
but: these are favored ones, who constitute 
but a small minority of those who enter in 
the race for success. I propose to deal with 
the great majority, who, in their efforts to 
reach the goal, are doomed difi- 
culties and adversity. 

““* We see among: these such a large propor- 
tion who have won and who on their way to 
greatness, fame, and wealth have overcome 
obstacles that we are apt to unconsciously 
look upon these obstacles as in themselves 
helpful factors.in building up success. A mo- 
ment’s reflection, however, presents them in 
their true light as being in their unadulter- 
ated condition ugly and ‘troublesome hin- 
drances. It is only when, by the chemistry 
of God they are mixed with certain other 
elements and are subjected to the action of 
certain solvents, that they may be trans- 
muted to useful stimulants in man's highest 
and best efforts. 

Adversity May Be Useful. 

“ He who in seeking success finds adver- 
sity in his path must if he is to win bring 
to his aid determination, persistence, and un- 
flagging courage. These will not permit him 
to fall. ‘Instead they will urge him to brave 
resistance and force him to stern struggle, 
and thus he will be so‘ strengthened in his 
moral and mental sinews, and so developed 
in the muscles of his character, that he will 
not only win the battle immediately pressed 
upon him but will gain a training and a fit- 
ness promising future triumphs in the arena 
of high achievements, | 

“In starting, an account with adversity, if 
something on this score is put in the credit 
column, we should not forget to ch 
against it the destruction of those weak an 
timorous souls who fn adversity’s onrush 
have been. overwhelmed and lost on the field 
of struggle. 

-( “Must Allow for the Failures. 

-“ With all this before us, if we-would just- 
ly determine the state of our account with 
adversity we must strike a balance between 
the value of those lost, because they are too 
timid or too feeble or ‘too irresolute to fight 
to a finigh, and those saved, who are brave, 
strong, and unconquerable, and have not 
only won their’ battle with adversity but 
have. brought from the encounter into the 
world’s activities stout hearts and sturdy 
arms, fit to challenge any emergency of dar- 
ing advance and enterprise 

“The timid‘and weak that are lost can 
well be spared. The brave who win the fight 
are’saved for great and noble things, and so 
adversity may become a powerful agency in 
the rer of man's best success.
